EDITORIAL NOTES. 
Holders of Virginia state bonds in 
London have passed resolutions author- 


izing the commission, in conjunction 


with the council of foreign bond- 
holders to take steps to call ih state 
bonds and issue certificates instead, 
for the purpose of protecting the 
interest of bondholders, and that a 
memorial be addressed to President 
Arthur, drawing ‘his attention to the 
facts attending the repudiation and 
solemn obligations of the state of 
Virginia by legislature and praying 
for the assistance of the Federal 
Government to enable bondholders to 
vindicate their claim and be reim- 
bursed for advances. 


Count Jolstoi, the successor of Gen- 
eral Ignatieff, gives it as his opinion 
that the masses in Russia, being 
nearer barbarism than civilization, it 
would be a long time still before they 
could be governed like the Western 
nations, by parliaments and constitu- 
tions He added that during the tour- 
teen years that he had been Minister, 
in every part of Russia he had trav- 
eled through he had found the middle 
and upper class but little disposed to 
educate themselves.

A section of Battery 
A, with 24 men, came down from the 
Comstock on the six o’clock local. 
They were received by a ‘detail of 12 
men from the Reno Guard and es- 
corted to the Lake House, where they 
dined. The gus, under command of 
Captain J. E. Coulter, was stationed 
near the Reno Guard Armory and at 
sunrise on the morning ot the Fourth 
a national salute of 88 guns was fired 
and the same at sunset. At 11 o’clock 
yesterday the excursion train of 12 
cars from Virginia and five from Car- 
son and intermediate points arrived. 

RECEPTION OF THE MILITARY. 


The Reno Guard was at the depot 
to receive the Nationals from Virginia 
and Carson Guards. The Nationals, 
with 35 men, under command of 
Captain Frazier, aad the Carson Guard, 
with 36 men, Captain H. G. Parker in 
command, were escorted to the head 
of the column on Second street, when 
the Reno company returned to the 
depot to escort Governor J. H. Kin 
kead and staff and Brigadier-General 
Forman and. staff to their places in the 
line. The Governor's staff was com- 
posed of C. E Laughton, Joho Rosser 
and P. Cavanaugh.with rank ot Col- 
onel, C. T. Bender with rank of Ad 
jutant-General, and Jas. H. Kinkead 
as aid with rank of Captain.

England 
has had steady progress in the strug- 
gles of Ruonymede, the Scottish wars 
and the American revolution until to- 
day when her greatest queen, with 
womanly grace, lays her offering of 
respect upon the bier of Garfield. 
Even Russia feels a quickened pulse, 
and Ireland is still watching for the 
light.
